Catholic business men who believe in their religion’ 
will pay for daily advertisements in Pittsburg 
morning papers extalling Romanist helief and prac- 
tice and alleged achievement. Prof. David S. Schaff, 
D. D., was roused by the falsity or half-truths of 
those ‘advertisements to pay for the insertion of a 
counter-statement. The ‘Dispatch’ accepted an 
order for three insertions, but only inge rted it once. 
The ‘Gazette-Times’ refused to print it.”—( Record 
of Christian Wark, January, 1922). 


How wrong the impression conveyed by this piece of 
news! The owners of the several Pittsburg papers, who are 
not Catholic either by profession or sympathy, did not refuse 
the Protestant advertisements because of any partiality to- 
wards the Catholic advertisements, but solely because the 
former were offered in answer to the Catholic advertise- 
ments, which-were being run as pure paid 
Neither would the management have accepted Catholic ad- 
vertisements that were answers to Protestant advertise- 
ments already run. 
In a recent article written for America by Father Coak- 
ley, who censored the advertisements, 
the movement, the true situation is related.
